RELAPSING FEVER. 

Within the last two or three months coses 
of relapsing fever, a disease heretofore un- 
known in the United States, bave made their 
appearance in New York, occurring among 
the most destitute classes. A number of the 
patients have been taken to Bellevue Hos- 
pital, and there the fever, in one or two in- 
stances, has been communicated to the young 
physicians in attendance. Though unknowa 


here, epidemics of the disease have oc- 
curred frequently abroad, in Germany, Russia, 
and = the British Isles, like i ty- 
plus. It is a famine fever, 


vccurring ip tumes of general distre+s, and at- 
tacking in the urst place the poorest classes 
ofthe community. Those who keep up with 
the medical literature of the day have noted 
months back that this disease had 
made its appearance in London, and that 
numerous cases had been there re 
ecived into the bos pitals. Thence 
it bes donbtiess been 
of quarantine regulations, to our own 
country. 
with a severe chill, followed by the usual 
phenomena of fever. These continuc to in 


| crease, until after three, four, five, or some- 


times six days’ copious perspiration 
terminates the attack. The patient 
‘remains free of the fever, though 


often feeble and ailing. About the fourteenth 
day from the commencement of the attack a 
second chill supervenes, followed by phenom- 
ena similar to those of the first attack, 
Sometimes a second relapse occurs about the 


twenty-first day, and cases are 
recorded in which a third and | 
even fourth have been observed.

THE BEW CHARTER 
As Altered by the House of Repre- 
sentatives. 


In order that all those Interested may know 
the precise nature of the changes in the new 
city cherter, as adopted by the lower branch 
of the Legisiatare, we publish herewith, in 
full, every one of those sections in which the 
least alterat on has been made. Judge Phis- 
ter, Chairman of the Jadiciary Committee, io 
reporting the charter to the House, made a 
very clear and lucid statement, explanatory otf 
these cLanges, but our reporter in reproducing 
his remarks, and the printer in putting them 
in type, quite destroyed Judge P.’s meaning in 
several important particulars. Heace the ae- 
ceselty of Unis: 


Sec. 2. There shall be in said city a legisia- 
tive, executive and judicial department.

An examination of the Auditor's report 
for 1869 and a comparison with the census 
of 1860 show a wonderful difference in 
the number of the colored population. In 
1860 the census placed the total number of 
negroes at 236,167. In 1869 we have 
140,445. We have therefore lost in nine 
years nearly one-half of our negro popula- 
tion, and at the same rate there would be 
none left in 1883.

“The Income Tax. 

A Philadelphia court has decided that 
the income tax is unconstitutional. George 
Doll, a merchant of that city, refused to 
deliver his books to the United States As- 
sessor alter the correctness of his income 
tax returns had been challenged. He was 
thereupon arrested, but subsequently dis- 
charged upon a writ of habeas corpus by 
Judge Cadwalader. His counsel argued 
that the income tax was unconstitutional! 
because it levied a direct tax; but the sec-
